They 
represent a new membership of 
1,650,000. 


Five Groups 


The five were L’Eglise Evan- 
gelique de Madagascar, the Lon- 
don Missionary Society Synod in 
Madagascar, L’Eglise Evange- 
lique du Togoland, the Methodist 
Church of Ghana and the Angli- 
can Church of the Province of 
East Africa. 


The others were the Syrian 
Orthodox Patriarchate of Antioch 
(where the followers of Christ 
were first called Christians), and 
the Sudanese Christian Church of 
West Java, whose 9,000 members 
are converted Moslems. 


The new churches bring the 
council’s membership to 178 
church groups of the Orthodox, 
Protestant and Anglican faiths in 
more than 50 countries. 


The kneel-ins in the Southeast- 
ern United States have, of course, 
attracted international attention.

Many persons who accept the 
fact that church doors should be 
open to any person who comes to 
participate in the service of wor- 
ship object to the probing kneel- 
ins as semi-vaudeville stunts de- 
signed to attract attention.

Untenable Position 


Whatever the motives of the 
kneel-ins, they have placed the 
Southern Christian church in a 
position of choosing.

The reversal of segregation 
laws in New Orleans makes it 
all the more important for Geor- 
gians to reconsider the Sibley re- 
port, the Sibley Committee’s sec- 
retary said Monday. 


John Greer of Lakeland 
said the Sibley report’s ‘“‘free- 
dom-of-choice”’ proposal offers “‘a 
battleground where you have a

Die in Senegal 


DAKAR, Senegal (#—An Air France airliner with 
63 persons aboard struggled vainly for a dawn landing 
Monday and floundered into the sea only a mile from 


shore. 


“We must presume that all 
aboard were killed,” an Air 
France spokesman said after 
hours of search had failed to find 
a survivor. The passengers includ- 
ed 10 children. 


The four-engine Super Constella- 
tion, en route from Paris to Abid- 
jan, had made two passes at Da- 
kar-Yoff Field and was turning for 
its third attempt when it vanished 
behind a lowering rainshower. 


Stunned radar operators tracked 
the final, swift plunge of the plane 
into Atlantic waters 60 feet deep. 


Hours after the crash, W 
battered bodies had bobbed to the 
surface from the broken fuselage, 
resting on the sandy bottom.

NEW YORK (#—Trembling and in tears, Barbara Powers said 


Monday she was not satisfied with

The pilot’s wife made her state- 
ment to newsmen shortly after she 
had fainted upon arriving here by 
plane from Paris. 


She was carried inside the air- 
port’s health building by police- 
men. 


When she recovered she told 
newsmen her husband “would 
give anything he had ever earned 
in his life or ever would earn to be 
permitted to return to me and to 
his mother and father.”’ 

Mrs. Powers was sobbing when 
she started down the ramp from 
the plane. She started to fall once 
but caught herself and two guards 
gripped her arms.

gone less than 100 feet when she 
suddenly put her hand to her fore- 
head and dropped to the pave- 
ment before police could catch 
her. 


Officers rushed her inside the 
building where she quickly recov- 
ered and asked her bearers to let 
her down. 


Fifteen minutes later she 
walked into the press room to 
speak to the assembled newsmen.

“T’ve done all I can do.”

Nothing could be more unfair to the 
children of Georgia‘than to allocate the 
new 60 million dollars in school build- 
ing funds on a political besis. 


Yet politics and not need, as members 
of the State Board of Education privately 
admit, is the reason behind the proposed 
formula of allotting funds on the basis of 
$50 per teacher for each school system. 
What's left would go to those systems 
where pressures of enrollment have 
strained local resources to the breaking 
point. 


Take the case of DeKalb County. Not 
since 1952 has the state provided any 
capital outlay funds for the county’s in- 
flux of pupils which has amounted to 
22,898 in the intervening years. Yet 
school population is increasing now on an 
accelerated basis. 


In trying to meet the problem, as 
DeKalb Supt. Jim Cherry pointed out 
yesterday, the county has invested al- 
most 35 million dollars in school facilities 
since 1947 while the state has provided 
only $3,755,000. The metropolitan At- 
lanta area during that time has counted 
enrollment increases of 75,000—42 per 
cent of the state total—with similar ex- 
periences. 


Yet a great many systems have shown 
decreases in average daily attendance 
and almost 100 counties are losing popu- 
lation. Thanks to the State School Build- 
ing Authority, most of these counties now 
have adequate facilities. Some have empty 
classrooms. This exists while others are 
forced to have double sessions and to use 
makeshift classrooms. 


One school board member pointed out 
that some school systems are unable to 
float bond issues for school buildings. 
This is true. It is true because of a ridicu- 
lous system of property evaluations and 
a state that is willing to indulge it—in 
this instance at the expense of a genera- 
tion of children. 


Spending school funds on a political 
basis instead of on the needs of the chil- 
dren is not merely cruel and unjust. It is 
shortchanging the future of the whole 
state.

Economic Base Study 
Needed as Area Guide 


The Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment’s thought-provoking study of 
metropolitan area problems drew a quick 
response here—as it should have. 


It came in the form of a request by 
the Metropolitan Planning Commission 
for authority and funds to conduct an eco- 
nomic base study of the five-county At- 
lanta area. The request, which would im- 
plement one of CED’s basic recommen- 
dations, should receive speedy approval. 
It should be, however, a professional job. 


An accurate appraisal of the area’s 
economic potential is a necessary ingredi- 
ent to planning and coordinating the 
area’s future, Like it or not, many of our 
metropolitan problems are common to 
all and must be considered as a whole. 


CED, pointing out that two out of 
every three Americans now live in metro- 
politan areas, warns that most such areas 
are rotting at the core. The decay of cen- 
tral cities, which creates our No. 1 
economic problem, also creates our No. 
1 health problem and nurtures our No. 1 
crime problem. Five Georgia areas, in- 
cluding Atlanta, are lumped in that cate- 
gory. 

Cooperative planning is the first step 
for regional development in all areas— 
government, revenue, services, constant 
war on blight and slums. The economic 
base study is a good idea.

Atlanta, Jacksonville 
And New Orleans Differ 


Atlanta watches gloom and bitterness 
envelop race relations in New Orleans 
and Jacksonville and prayerfully hopes 
to be spared such lasting hurt. 

John Greer does more than hope. 
The able state senator from the south 
Georgia city of Lakeland suggests we act. 
“It is time we talked sense plainly to the 
people of Georgia,” he said. It is time, he 
suggested, to do something about the Sib- 
ley Commission report on school desegre- 
gation. 

The Legislature meets in January. 
Since April it has had the report before 
it. It has a year to act. 

Surely Georgia will not fritter away 
this time—time that New Orleans now 
begs for—but will prepare. 

Atlanta cannot have Jacksonville’s 
street fighting. Georgia cannot afford the 
spectacle of its attorney general storm- 
ing, as Louisiana’s did, that American 
courts are “dens of iniquity.” He was 
cited for contempt. But that will not dis- 
solve the stain on New Orleans’ reputa- 
tion. 

Atlanta and Georgia have the time 
and the sense to plan for something bet- 
ter. The Sibley Commission report recom- 
mends a sensible plan for keeping public 
schools open with “as much freedom of 
choice to each parent and community as 
possible.” 

To do this, the commission advises 
the Legislature to enact laws establish- 
ing a pupil-assignment plan; empower- 
ing the people of each community to vote 
on closing or continuing their local 
schools if they are ordered desegregated, 
and enabling each parent to withdraw his 
child from an integrated school and have 
the child reassigned to a _ segregated 
school or receive a tuition grant or schol- 
arship for private education. 

This Sibley Commission plan is the 
best that Georgia can do. New Orleans 
has shown the issue cannot simply be 
dodged. The Legislature now owes Geor- 
gia some action toward adopting the Sib- 
ley report while there is time.

The effort there will be deliberately and wholly different, in tone and 
in human terms, from what will be attempted all over the rest of

the country. 

Elsewhere, Sens. John Ken- 
nedy and Lyndon Johnson will 
run a tough, aggressive race, 
asking no slightest quarter from 
the Nixon-Lodge Republican 
ticket and offering none. But in- 
side the South the keynote will 
be expressed in these terms: 
“Take it easy ... don’t crowd 
anybody .. . sell it soft.” 

Outside the South, Kennedy is 
bypassing or at least supple- 
menting the old-line regular 
Democratic organizations in many 
states and cities. Inside the 
South, the campaign will be 
geared 100 per cent into the tradi- 
tional organizations of the es- 
tablished Southern leaders—gov- 


ernors, senators, legislators, 
sheriffs and so on. 
This strategic approach is 


largely the work of Sen. Smath- 
ers of Florida, who has been 
chosen by Kennedy and Johnson 
as field marshal for the Southern 
and Border states as well. 
Because he could not do so, he 
does not seriously attempt to hide 
the fact that the Democrats are 
deeply frightened about the 
South. Confidential estimates 
from that area vary in detail and 
emphasis. They all, however, in- 
clude the somber word ‘“‘trouble.”’ 
“We are in real trouble now,” 
some run. “We are expecting 
real trouble,” run the others. 
The so-called ‘Catholic issue’’— 
that Kennedy is a member of the 
Catholic faith—is endlessly re- 
peated in these messages. An- 


other factor mentioned again 
and again is the Democratic con- 
vention’s markedly liberal plat- 
form, which already has been 
repudiated by nearly every im- 
portant Democratic politician in 
the South—including Smathers 
himself. 

The purpose will be to ignore 
that platform whenever it is pos- 
sible. Wherever there are over- 
powering local demands that it be 
discussed, the Southern Demo- 
cratic campaign reply will be 
this: The Southern leaders never 
accepted that platform. Instead, 
they would point out that any 
convention can write a platform 
but no convention can make any 
platform into law. Only  Con- 
gress can do that—and the South, 
no matter what happens in Nov- 
vember, will still have power in 
Congress. 

The heart of the Smathers plan, 
in short, contemplates these 
things: 

1. Policy of noninterference in 
the South by northern Demo- 
crats. 

2. A minimum of talk about 
who is the Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate and a maximum of 
talk about the South’s old al- 
legiance to the Democratic Party 
as a collective institution. 

3. No harsh attacks on bolters 
or potential bolters, on the 
theory that the more such people 
are pushed, the more they will 
broaden the bolt by soliciting 
other resentful Democrats.

We in Jasper County are living in fear of what will happen to the 
business life of Monticello and Jasper County during the next 10 years 
since the population has shown such a marked decrease during the 
past 10 years. This condition is rather general over the rural area of 
Georgia for 96 of the state’s 159 counties lost population in the last 


decade according to the 1960 census. 


A recent survey discloses that 
no town is free of fear. The sur- 
vey gives such examples — what 
would Marietta say about that

Argument That Strong Christian 
Makes Weak President Refuted 


Recently Dr. Warren B. Martin wrote an article for Christian Century 
magazine under the title, “Weak Christian: Strong President.’”’ His idea is that 
a strong Christian cannot be expected to be a strong president and that. our 


strong HEP have tended to be weak Christians. A number of reasons why this is so are given. 
Generally they reflect the fact that a president must break bread with men of questionable morality 
and that a president is constantly making decisions which reflect upon his integrity as a Christian. 


The article concludes with 
these words: “The inevitable 
conclusion: By the measure- 
ments of New Testament Chris- 
tianity the devout Christian has 
not attained the presidency in 
the past and in all probability 
will not do so in the future; 
the strong presidents have not 
been and cannot be strong 
Christians.” 

Although the article presents 
an interesting idea, it is to my 
way of thinking predicated upon 
false premises. Several con- 
siderations ought to be listed. 
First, neither Dr. Martin nor 
you or I am able properly to 
evaluate the heart and mind of 
another person, nor do we have 
access to the soul of any presi- 
dent whereby we might make a 
judgment of his spiritual in- 
tegrity. 

Second, Christian peo- 
ples have never been able to 
draw up a bill of particulars 
which assert beyond question 
that such and such is the be- 
havior proper to a Christian 
and any other behavior is un- 
Christian. The New Testament 
gives us 3 pattern and a divine 
exampte-of godliness but it does 
not provide rules and regu- 
lations from which no man may 
deviate. The Gospel brings to 


us a way of life, not an exact 
mold into which we must fit our 
lives. I am amazed by the lati- 
tude Jesus said would be found 
among His devout followers. He 
did not want men to be carbon 
copies of Himself.

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Congolese 
War with 
Rebel State 


ELISABETHVILLE, The Congo 
(UPI) — Bloody fighting was re- 
ported Monday between Congolese 
army forces and troops of a se- 
cessionist “mining state” on the 
border of two Congo provinces. 

A radio message monitored here 
from Kasai Province, where Bal- 
uba tribal leader Albert Kalonji 
set up his “mining state,” called 
for aircraft to fly out 10 seriously 
wounded Congolese army troops. 


Joseph Ngalula, premier of the 
“mining state” on the border of 
Kasai and secessionist Katanga 
Province, said there had been 
— fighting during the week- 
end. 


SEIZE CITY 


Congolese troops entered the 
*“‘mining state’’ Friday and seized 
its capital of Bakwanga without a 
shot being fired. At the time, the 
state government leaders said 
they would flee and set up a gov- 
ernment in exile. 


But Ngalula said the anti-Con- 
golese troops rallied and “bloody 
fighting is going on in the Bak- 
Wwanga area.” 


Bakwanga is the center of the 
diamond fields of the Kasai 
Province which produces about 60 
per cent of the world’s industrial 
diamonds. 


Katanga Province under Presi- 
dent Moise Tshombe, which .also 
claims independence from the Con- 
go, was braced for fighting with 
the Congolese army under central 
government Premier Patrice Lu- 
mumba.

The commander of the Katanga 
provincial army, Belgian Maj. 
Roger Crevecouer, denied reports 
that Katanga forces already had 
clashed with Congolese troops. 


As the threat of civil warfare 
deepened, United Nations Under- 
secretary - General Ralph Bunche 
said in Leopoldville that the trials 
and tribulations of the U.N. forces 
trying to restore order “are likely 
to continue.”

Puerto Rico 
Gets Giant 
Radar Site 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United States has begun construc- 
tion in Puerto Rico of the world’s 
largest radar, capable of bouncing 
signals off the planets Venus, 
Mars and Jupiter, the Defense 
department announced Monday. 

The device also may detect 
Signals originating billions of 
light years from earth. 
COVERING 18 ACRES 


The instrument’s dish-shaped 
‘antenna, 1,000 feet in diameter, 
will cover 18 acres. The construct- 
tion, on a site 10 miles south of 
Arecobo, is to be completed in the 
fall of 1961 at a cost of $5,500,000. 


“The power of the Arecobo 
radar will be greater than that 
of any comparable instrument now 
in ce,” the department 
said. “There should be no dif- 
ficulty in obtaining strong radar 
echos from distant planets such 
as Venus, Mars, and Jupiter.” 


DISTANCES VARY 


Bouncing radar signals from 
the moon, only 240,000 miles away, 
has become commonplace. The 
much greater distances to the 
planets vary from 25 million miles 
from Venus at its closest approach 
to 600 million miles for Jupiter 
when that planet is farthest from 
the earth. 


The radar will both send and 
receive signals. Referring to 
radar waves that are generated 
by many of the distant stars and 
galaxies, the department said: 


“This device will permit man 
to look deeper into space than he 
has been able to do in the past. 
It may detect signals from bil- 
lions of light years away.”

Curvature 
Of Spine 
Can Adjust 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: My 16- 


year-old son has curvature of 
the spine. We took him to —— 
Hospital but they didn’t do 
anything for him. Can anything 
be done for him?—Mrs. E. F. C, 


“Curvature of the spine’’ means 
the spine is not shaped as it 
should be. The curvature may 
be slight or severe, or in between. 
Many people have curvatures that 
do no harm, require no treat- 
ment, and should be let alone. 


Some people have long legs and 
some short; some have shoulders 


that don’t exactly balance: some | ~ 


have very large feet and some 
have very small ones. These are 
all variations from the “‘ideal,” 
whatever that is. But all of these 
people get along perfectly well 
even though they aren’t “‘perfect”’ 
or “average.” 


It’s the same way if the spine 
has a curve that isn’t exactly 
“perfect” or “average.” Unless 
the curvature is causing some 
difficulty, there is no good rea- 
son for tinkering with it. The 
spine, while a strong structure, is 
a delicately balanced series of 
bones that doesn’t submit casual- 
ly to being pushed around or re- 
arranged. 


Remember that inside the 
spinal column is an intricate net- 
work of nerves. Remember also 
that a complex set of muscles 
and cartilage keep the spine in 
alignment. If the spine is not caus- 
ing any trouble, and the curva- 
ture is moderate, and there is no 
reason to think that it will cause 
any future trouble, by all means 
leave it alone. 


The hospital you mentioned is 
one of the best in the United 
States, one of the best in the 
world, If the doctors there did 
not propose any treatment, there 
is only one conclusion to draw: 
They found that the case was 
not one which required or war- 
ranted any treatment. 


In brief: Suppose that a family 
physician detects some moderate 
degree of curvature. If he says 
nothing—even though the curva- 
ture is not of any consequence— 
patients are likely to comment, 
“My doctor didn’t tell me any- 
thing!” If he DOES say there’s 
a curvature, then the patients 
are alarmed about it. So what

In a letter to Herman L. Perry,

Hoover’s statement is all the 
more significant since the former 
president had advised Sen. Nixon 
not to relinquish a promising con- 
gressional career for the vice 
presidency. 


Nixon became the first vice 
president to preside over meet- 
ings of the Cabinet and the Na- 
tional Security Council. This took 
place not only when the President 
was detained because of illness. 
Frequently, when other duties 


senhower would excuse himself 
by turning to the youngest mem- 
ber in the room and saying:

For 542 years Maxwell M. 
Rabb of Boston sat in at the 
Cabinet and the Council sessions 
and was able to observe, at 
close range the top officials in 
the midst of their deliberations. 
The Bostonian, who has the dis- 
tinction of having been the first 
secretary of the Cabinet, saw 
Nixon, in periods of great ten- 
sion and crisis, participating in 
or presiding over the meetings of 
the nation’s highest advisory 
bodies. 

“One of my memorable ex- 
periences with the vice president 
was at the time of the President’s 
illness in 1955,"" he says. “Nixon 
opened the Council meeting by 
saying: ‘Gentlemen, as we all 
know, it is the custom of the 
Cabinet to open with a. silent 
prayer. While this has not been 
the practice of the Security Coun- 
cil, may I propose a moment of 
silent prayer of thanksgiving for 
the marvelous record of recovery 
the President has made up to 
this hour.’

I have 
watched him listen with intense 
concentration to the words of the 
President and to members of the 
Cabinet. He rarely spoke up, and 
consequently, when he did speak, 
there was silence on the part of 
the others present.

WASHINGTON — Sen. Russell 
voted against two major bills here 
Monday, one because it went too 
far te suit him—the other because 
it did not go far enough. 


Both Senators Russell and Tal- 
madge voted against the supple 
mental appropriations bill to re- 
store $190 million of the $265 mil- 
lion Congress cut from the foreign 
aid money bill last week. 


The Senate, however, voted to 
restore the money while the 
House version of the bill does not 
include the $190 million. 


As customary, a Senate-House 
conference committee was named 
to resolve the two versions. As a 
member of the Sefiate 
tions Committee, Russell mor- 
mally would have been on the 
committee, but he refused a seat. 
“I don’t think I cam represent the 
Senate viewpoint on this con- 
ference,” he said. 


Sen. Russell also voted against 
the compromise medical care. He 
joined 10 others voting against it 
because a Senate-House confer- 
ence committee had knocked out 
an amendment to extend US. 
aid to patients in state mental hos- 
pitals and tuberculosis hospitals. 


“If the insane and tubercular 
are not sick, I don’t know who 
is,” Russell declared. “If the 
government is going into this 
field, it should certainly do some- 
thing for the people in Milledge- 
ville,”’ he added.

Stephens’ “lead” in the race Is 
“nothing but a myth built up by 
the newspapers,” according to 
Bennett. 


Bennett is making his big pitch 
for the farm vote, advertising 
he’s the only farmer in the race. 
He also claims some _ support 
from the limited amount of or- 
ganized labor in the district. 


But as for political organiza- 
tion, he admits: ‘“‘Bob’s got the 
politicians.”

Tudor suggests taking restric- 
tions off farmers so that each 
farmer may raise what he wants 
and as much of it as he likes.

the reports credited many other 
houses with plenty of bright 
ideas, beautiful clothes and lots 
of news. The Nina Ricci collec- 
tion will be the most copied by 
United States manufacturers. 
Pierre Cardin showed that he 
still has ideas to burn. And the 
House of Dior was credited as 
the most provocative while 
scoring a near miss as far as 
setting the pace is concerned. 


BIGGEST NEWS 


In general, skirts made the 
biggest news in Paris as they 
had in the showings by Ameri- 
can designers in July. There 
were on-the-bias_ skirts -that 
widened at the hem, or turned 
under as if a warm iron has 
just curled them. Other skirts 
burst into soft bubbles or rip- 
pling pleats at the knees, and 
still others resembled deflated 
balloons. Hems were banded in 
fur, slit at the seams, scal- 
loped or stoked with thick braid. 
The hemline lengths range be- 
tween the extremes of Dior’s 
kneecap short to Cardin’s ‘calf- 
top long. 


Dresses were easy, fluid, with 
a subtle suggestion of fit, and 
often were robbed of both col- 


lars and sleeves. They were 
blouses softly over belts or 
slipped down like pullovers. 


Both Balenciaga and -Givenchy 
closed in on the body. Many 
Balenciaga dresses clung like 
bathing suits and there are 
those who feel this is the line 
of the future. Givenchy al- 
lowed the natural curves in front 
but kept backs flat. He also 
put belts right back on the 
fashion map. A polo type coat 
with long dipping martingales 
designed by Givenchy was re- 
ported to be the hottest thing 
in Paris. 


HIP TOP TU KNEE 

A dress was generally a cos- 
tume, with jackets reaching 
anywhere from hip top to knee. 
There were a number of coat 
dresses and many had match- 
ing knee trousers. Trousers 
showed themselves serious com- 
petition to the evening dress. 
Disguised as full skirts, they 
could attend the grandest ball. 
Otherwise evening dresses were 
chiffons edged in fur, jet-beaded 
pullover tops paired with full 
skirt and chemises with float- 
ing panels. 

A Paris coat is either a rip- 
pling cape, a high-collared tent 
shaped affair, or, in contrast, a 
shape as narrow as a straw. 
Buttoned to the side was a 
favorite innovation. 


Fur was the unmistakable de- 
tail—in linings, on cuffs, hems, 
neckline and fur hats. A pop- 
ular off-beat fur was Mongo- 
lian goat and fur coats fre- 
quently had bulky knit or suede 
sleeves. Repeated often in the 
showings were belts on coats, 
two-tone coats, contrasting bind- 
ing, buttons that looked like 
giant marbles, and bows on 
shoulders, at the waist, in the 
hair. 


Fabrics were generally lighter 
weight with tweed and chenilles 
predominating in daytime 
clothes. For evening, chiffon, 
crepe, beading, and lace, in- 
cluding a new wool version, 
were shown.

When the color wasn’t black, 
colors were on the dim side 
with emphasis on browns, and a 
few bright tones of purples, 
tangerines, and pinks. 

Hats were more often low- 
dipping cloches, some with high- 
er crowns in thick wool ribbing 
and others with deep fur brims 
that almost met fur collars. 
Shoes in the main had flat 
squared-off toes and high 
tongues. Jewelry was strands 
of beads, huge jeweled pins, 
worn on shoulders, cuffs and 
on knitted turtle necks. There 
was plenty of jet.

structive or neutral channels, 
will find destructive and un- 
healthy channels.” 


Basing her conclusions on a 
study of 881 children of which 
almost 10 per cent were hyper- 
active, Dr. Chess reported that 
85 per cent of the too-active 
youngsters were boys.

By the | 
second week the concentrate is 
only consumed for breakfast or 
lunch, which usually means that 
the one or two meals eaten are 
often larger than they otherwise 
would have been. 


Those who really follow the 
directions will certainly lose 
weight, but sooner or later they 
will return to “meat and pota- 
toes,”” for eating is one of the 
pleasures of life. Then, it won't 
be very long before their weight 
will be back where it was before 
they started on the current diet 
vogue.
